2 Met with Representative James H. Morrison to discuss 
the executive pay situation and expres. appreciation * hte view » 
to the appropriate action to be taken in connection with the positions 
5 Z nr J°T o£ Central intelligence and the Deputy Director of 
Central Intelligence in the executive pay structure. Mr. ^orriso 
seemed very happy to discuss this, and he again pointed out that 
basically he was handling the Postal and Classified pay a8 P ects 
whereas Mr. Udall had been dealing with the executive structure. 

3 Mr. Morrison said the placement of the Director of Central 

Intelligence in the structure in the current bill is most inappropriate 

and he apologized for having let it come out this way. He indicate 

he had the highest regard for the Agency and the greatest of respec 

for the Sector personally. He felt in these kinds of situations where

! TZlZr. He stated he would undertake to advise me when 
thU wis to happen. He stated that getting this through was a matter 
of tinUnV^nd that he would introduce it indicating Committee approval 
“all with Murray and Corbet, in agreement »- ^ubted ,h«re wo»ld be 
anv obiection to a Committee amendment. He indicated he w 
rfsarttke also to contact the Democratic membership on this in 

f‘ er“ed um on the poe.ibUi.y of . Rule prohibiting Com- 
mittee amendments and he said that thie would not be the case. De.p 
his offers to contact us, this is a matter which should and will be 

watched closely by this office. 

5. Mr. Morrison was most gracious and pleasant during our 
long discussion and stated he was deeply appreciative of my comi g 
bv to go into this in more detail. I also expressed the Agency s 

appreciation at the other amendment to thie bill wbich be pr.^nt.d 
in Committee. Again he said that they had no intent, « £ 4 ‘ 

limiting Agency authorities and he thanked me for bringing tbi* matt 
to their attention so that he could submit an appropriate amendment.
